About one hundred and twenty-five 
freshmen from the faculties of Arts 
and Applied Science wére entertained 
last night 'by the Board of Directors 
of the the McOill V. M. C. A., at the 
annual Freshman Reception. 

Mr. fitzgeraldi occupied the chair, 
and the speakers of the evening were: 
Dr. Porter, Acting-Dean of the Faculty 
r.f Applied Science; Dr. Moyae, Dean 
of the Faculty of Arts; Prof. J. Mac- 
Naughton, Department of Classics; 
and Mr. A. I. Smith, of the "Dally." 

Dr. Porter welcomed the newcomers 
to McGill on behalf of Dean Adams, 
who has been called to England for 
service In the new Khaki University 
The speaker asked the new men not 
to think that McGill lacks In "college 
spirit" because no dormitories are 
visible as student residences, but to 
Judge whether , or not there is a col- 
lege Bpirlt by our war' record. 

Speaking particularly to the stu- 
dents In Applied Science, Dr. Porter 
told ot the Increasing part In world 
affairs being played by technically 
trained men. H» mentioned particu- 
larly. Mr. Hoover and his staff of the 
Belgium Relief Committee. 

"The aim of the truly educated 
technical man is not ihe ar.cmi.ulation 
of wealth, but to do his best for the 
good ot the world with the brain 
which God gave htm, and his Univer- 
sity trained for him." 

Mr. Smith spoke briefly jon the Im- 
portance of the "Dally," and the ways 
in which freshmen could help It along. 

Dean Moyse was then Introduced to 
the assembly, and tie began his ad- 
dress by explaining that the Import- 
anre of a university does not rest 
with it? sl/ce but with its ahlllty to 
teach all branches of human knowl- 
edge, and with the honesty with which 
istUflents approach their studies. 
/IfCapeclally in the matter of reading Is 
tliis fador of honesty a vital nece.i.iity. 
ItUIs honesty in duliec leads to high 
character, and "çbaracter makes the 
man." 

In speaking particularly of the 
Faculty of Àrts, the Dean noted that 
hla faculty compared unfavourably 
will, oilier faculties In the matter of 
erecting ii.pniorlalR in the college 
UuildinKs to those men v/ho were once 
students and have become famous. 
Whatever should be the policy of the 
University during li.e period of peace 
ui)on which wc are entering, one thing 
of utinoHt importance Is that "we 
must have a memorial of those McGill 
men Who answered the call of their
